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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matherne (4,840,650). 

Matherne discloses an air purifier (10) for mounting to a leading edge of a fan 
ceiling comprising a self-supporting lattice framework (12) having a plurality of openings 
therethrough (14, 18, col. 7-16), a filter medium (20) assembled to cover the surface of 
framework (12), means (28) on the framework (12) for releasably mounting the 
assembled filter medium (20) and the framework (12) to a leading edge of a fan paddle 
with opposed portions (13, 15 in Figs. 5 & 6) extending outwardly in symmetrical 
relation. Claims 1-17 differ from the disclosure of Matherne in that the attachment 
means is in the middle of the framework lattice rather than on one side as attachment 
means (28) of Matherne. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art a the time the invention was made to design the attachment means at the middle of 
the framework lattice instead of on one side, since it has been held that rearranging 
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parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. See In re Jaoikse. 86 USPQ 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed on October 20, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the cited reference Carfagna et al does not disclose the 
configuration of the filter medium and framework mounted on a fan paddle with opposed 
portions extending outwardly of the fan paddle as amended in independent claims 1 and 
10. The Examiner now drops the Jackson et al reference and newly introduces 
Matherne as the primary reference under the 103(a) rejection to show an air purifier (10) 
for mounting to a leading edge of a fan ceiling comprising a self-supporting lattice 
framework (12) having a plurality of openings therethrough (14, 18, col. 7-16), a filter 
medium (20) assembled to cover the surface of framework (12), means (28) on the 
framework (12) for releasably mounting the assembled filter medium (20) and the 
framework (12) to a leading edge of a fan paddle with opposed portions (13, 15 in Figs. 
5 & 6) extending outwardly in symmetrical relation, as claimed. Claims 1-17 differ from 
the disclosure of Matherne in that the attachment means is in the middle of the 
framework lattice rather than on one side as attachment means (28) of Matherne. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art a the time the invention 
was made to design the attachment means at the middle of the framework lattice 
instead of on one side, since it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention 
involves only routine skill in the art. See In re Jaoikse. 86 USPQ 70. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
